Dr. F. Cyril James, commenting on Prime Minister Diefen- 
baker's announcement of increased federal grants to universities, 
has pointed out that this will not "automatically affect univer- 
sities in Quebec province, but on the other hand, universities 
throughout the other nine provinces will be deeply appreciative". 
The one-third increase announ- by steadily increasing numbers of 



ccd by the Prime Minister yester- 
day means an increase from $1.50 
to $2.00 per capita of population. 
However, Dr. James explained that 
existing provincial legislation 
would have to be amended before 
Quebec universities could take ad- 
vantage of the increased grants. 

"The Province of Quebec, 18 
months ago, under Bill 58 pro- 
vided statutory grants to universi- 
ties at $1.75 per head— a level 
slightly higher than the $1.50 of 
the federal government", explained 
Dr. James. 

In Quebec, the provincial govern- 
ment pays university grants at the 
same level as the federal govern- 
ment through an additional one 
percent corporation tax, deducti- 
ble from federal corporation taxes. 

THRONE SPEECH 

Referring to the increased grants, 
the Speech from the Throne said 
Uiat legislation on the increase 
would make suitable provision in 
cases where alternative arrange- 
ments are made for supplementary 
provincial grants in place of fede- 
ral grants, for provinces such as 
Quebec. The Prime Minister later 
repeated this statement, but gave 
no details. 

Dr. James said that the increa- 
sed aid "comes at a moment when 
universities are exerting every ef- 
fort to meet the challenge created

International Federation as a so- 
lution to war was debated today by 
M. Georges Valois, regional chair- 
man of the World Federalist Or- 
ganization, and Professor David 
McCord Wright, of the Department 
of Economics and Political Science. 

The debate was sponsored by the 
United Nations Club. 

Mr. Valois, upholding the af- 
firmative, stated that the subject 
under debate should be referred to 
as "world" federation, as in its 
present context the word "interna- 
tional" implies the United Nations 
system, whereby delegates from 
various countries present their na- 
tionalistic views in a forum, rather 
than striving unanimously towards 
a goal such as world peace. 
IDEAL GOVERNMENT 

The ideal World Federation Go- 
vernment should constitute : laws 
against violence; courts to inter- 
pret these laws, security authority 
to enforce them; and an efficient 
inspection and control system. 

Although no system could be 
completely infallible, a workable 
solution could be found to the pro- 
blem; the United Nations could

effect tills by calling a Charter Re- 
view Conference, but the project 
would necessarily entail admission 
of Communist China and at least 
five sixths of world nations and 
peoples. 

WORLD AGENCIES 

Various agencies would be esta- 
blished to deal with outer space, 
and nuclear devices, and a World 
Equity tribunal would be set up as 
an arbitrator on international rela- 
tions. A high-integrity world poli- 
ce force would be dispersed 
throughout the world, with no na- 
tion contributing more than 3%, 
thus avoiding the possibility of a 
coup d'Etat by this force. Its vo- 
luntary members would work on a 
4 to 0-year cycle. 

NEGATIVE VIEW 

Speaking for the negative, Pro- 
fessor Wright said that federation 
as such does not prevent war, it 
merely changes the name to civil 
war. To suggest making the govern- 
ment strong enough to prevent 
war is to advocate peace 'even if 
you have to fight for it'. 

A Forum would help towards es- 
tablishing world concord, stated 
Professor Wright, but as the Rus-

sians base their laws of statistics, 
for example, not on large numbers, 
but on Lenin's and Marx's econo- 
mic theories, with similar methods 
for other facts, it would be diffi- 
cult to combine with them in pur- 
suit of objective truth.

ists, but until the Russians slop 
accepting as truth only what suits 
their propaganda, he said, it will

1960 BRIEF 

In a 1060 brief to the govern- 
ment, the National Conference of 
Canadian Universities and Colle- 
ges had asked for an increase in 
per capita grants from $1.50 to 
$2.50; supplementary grants of 
$500 per student in Graduate, Den- 
tistry, and Medical Schools; more 
funds to aid in the construction of 
university buildings; and financial 
assistance for building student re- 
sidences. 

Funds for the residences were 
granted in 1960 and the other re- 
quests arc still pending. They were 
re affirmed at a special meeting of 
the NCCUC in Ottawa last Novem- 
ber. 

The meeting heard reports from 
university officials which stressed 
the difficult times universities we- 
re encountering and will encount- 
er in the future. 

In announcing the increase, Die- 
fenbakcr said, "We still believe in 
the necessity of federal assistance 
to universities." He spoke of the 
Communist challenge, and the eco- 
nomic threat of Communism to de- 
stroy the free world. 

HALIFAX VIEWPOINT 

A Halifax member of Parlia- 
ment, Edmund Morris, speaking to 
a Progressive Conservative club at 
Dalhousic University recently, held 
out little hope of increased univer- 
sity grants. 

He asserted that since the Fede- 
ral government is now paying a 
large part of what is essentially a 
provincial matter, there was not 
likely to be any immediate increa- 
se in the grants to higher educa- 
tion. 

Shortly afterwards the increased 
federal grants to universities were 
announced in Ottawa.

African Musk

"The topic 'Music of Africa' is as large as the oceans which surround that continent. It 
contains all the currents, subcurrents, and sunken islands of these waters." Thus Andre Rossinger 
began his talk on African music last night In conjunction with Africa Week. 



Rossinger is a design engineer 
and ethno-musicologist, whose spe- 
cial interest is the cultural aspects 
of Africa. 

He introduced the discussion 
by stating his main conclusions 
on Africa's influence in the 
field of music. He felt that Africa 
has a musical culture older than 
Europe's; that this culture is of a 
more complex nature; that this mu- 
sical culture had a distinct effect 
on pre-Christian and Middle-Age 
Europe. 

DEVELOPMENT 

In tracing the development of 
African music, Rossinger general- 
ly described its characteristics. "It 
is not primitive, but has a variety 
of scale systems. It is percussive, 
but the drum is not the only, or 
main, instrument". 



He explained that African socie 
ty used such Instruments as the 
lyre, harp, and pan-pipes. Its mu- 
sic provided a wide scope for spon- 
taneous Invention, as well as for 
vocal accompaniment. 

DIFFERENT METHOD 
The method of singing differs 
greatly from our own, and "iden- 
tical short words mean different 
things depending on the pitch at 
which they are sung". This adds to 
the intensity and emotion of the 
folk music. 

Broadening the scope of his to- 
pic, Rossinger declared that "Afri- 
can music is not only the music of 
the Negroes". To explain this sta- 
tement, he traced the cross-fertili- 
zation and maintained that its cau- 
se was the conquests and the slave- 
trading carried on in Africa. 



The musical culture of that great 
continent degenerated during the 
years of the slave-trade, he said, 
but the foundation was so deep- 
rooted, that it continued to live. 
The folk songs of Africa were 
even incorporated into American 
liturgy. 

Rossinger returned to his ori- 
ginal analogy and stated, "the mu- 
sic of Africa did not disappear, it 
became a subterranean rivulet, and 
then reappeared somewhere else".

We Beg To Differ 

Printed elsewhere on this page is the lengthy 
reply which we received in answer to our recent 
editorial on NFCUS at McGill. Miss Turbide has written 
in her capacity of regional Vice-President, and per- 
haps this is the reason why we must again take 
exception with her remarks. Although we can con- 
sider her comments as part of a long-needed publicity 
release on NFCUS, we certainly cannot admit them 
as evidence in defense of the McGill NFCUS contin- 
gent. 

To begin with, Miss Turbide deplores the ab- 
sence of the "invited" Daily representative at a recent 
Regional Conference held at the University of Mont- 
real. We sincerely sympathize with her on this issue; 
however, when the Daily is offered information on 
Friday concerning a Regional Conference to be held 
Saturday and Sunday, and, further, the communique 
is delivered without any reference as to time or place 
(although thèse were urgently requested) we can 
hardly be expected to comply with the "invitation". 

With regard to the Sociological Survey, we are 
well aware of the problems involved and also of the 
space allocated to the study. What we" do not under- 
stand is why, although the proposition of a Survey 
originally came from McGill, the NFCUS group on 
this campus did not have the initiative, as did the 
French-speaking universities, to follow through their 
own suggestion; and why, when the idea became a 
reality, the study, was organized and operated by 
Council instead of McGill NFCUS. Realistically speak- 
ing, we cannot ascribe any future. succès of the Survey 
to our NFCUS organization. 

' Again, in speaking of a regional investigation of 
structural problems, Miss Turbide names Mr. Carswell, 
President of the Students' Society and, strictly speak- 
ing, not a member of McGill's NFCUS committee, as 
McGill's representative on the commission. We can- 
not attribute President Carswell's laudable activity 
to our seemingly invisible NFCUS committee. 

An established and successful program of inter- 
regional scholarships, already in operation "for a few 
years" will finally be brought to the attention of the 
proper McGill authorities this year. Why wasn't this 
NFCUS project introduced by our NFCUS committee 
to McGill in conjunction with its initiation ? 

We cannot see how the absence of a quorum at 
a Students' Society meeting could hinder the presen- 
tation, explanation or undertaking of a NFCUS bur- 
sary plan, but perhaps if McGill NFCUS would parti- 
cipate in an active publicity program, there might 
have been a quorum. As for the presentation of edu- 
cational briefs to the provincial government, we were 
under the impression that, at least at McGill, this 
work was done by the Students' Society President and 
not the NFCUS committee. . 

We are happy to see that McGill NFCUS will 
finally make itself actively known at McGill through 
thé request for suggestions. Perhaps the publicity, 
though notorious, which we have given NFCUS will 
enable Miss Turbide to receive some response from 
this campus. 

Finally, looking at the record of the NFCUS com- 
mittee at McGill we can see no real reason for the 
continuance of a separate organization on this cam- 
pus. In our opinion, the records prove that the name 
of NFCUS at McGill and McGill's contribution to both 
regional and national NFCUS activity would be greatly 
ameliorated by the amalgation of NFCUS into the 
External Affairs program of our SEC.

Meanwhile the Quebec region 
has not been idle. A first rate 
Regional Seminar will be held at 
Bishops' Feb. 16-18 on the topic 
of Confederation. 5 delegates 
will be invited from McGill 
through the Executive Applica- 
tion Program. A discount service 
is now under study and will be 
available for the fall term. 

For a few years, NFCUS has 
initiated the intcr-reglonal scho- 
larship plan by which students 
from one area of Canada can 
complete at least part of their 
studies in another area. This al- 
ready successful project will be 
brought to the attention of the 
proper McGill authorities this 
year. 

NFCUS has taken a particular 
interest in education and even 
though "McGill has always been 
considered one of the strongest 
and most active universities", 
one major project concerning a 
bursary plan initiated by McGill 
NFCUS failed to reach the active 
McGillians because of the absen- 
ce of even a quorum at a Student 
Society meeting! A brief on scho- 
larships, bursaries, free school- 
ing, etc. has been presented to 
the provincial government each 
year for about 4 years at the ti- 
me of a meeting between the 
Prime Minister, Minister of 
Youth, student council presi- 



dents, and NFCUS representati- 
ves. 

Since each of these meetings 
were publicized in all major Que- 
bec newpapcrs, radio and TV, I 
can't imagine how they could 
have escaped the attention of 
the Doily.

"Although a B.A. Is preferred, the- 
re Is also a great demand for scien- 
ce librarians". 

She stressed that demand for li- 
brarians is so great that the libra- 
ry schools cannot fill it. "The em- 



ployment picture is excellent. "The- 
re arc vacancies in all parts of 
Canada for all types of library 
work."

The German Academic Exchange Service will award one 
scholarship for study in the Federal Republic of Germany to 
a McGill student. 



The award is for a twelve month 
period and students in all fields 
of study are eligible, including 
scientists who have already ob- 
tained their first degrees.

The final date for sub- 
mitting applications is Monday, 
January 20, 1062.

STARTING SALARY 

'The starting salary at most li- 
braries is $4800" Professor Murray 
said. "Promotion is rapid for peo- 
ple of ability, there are pleasant 
working conditions, and the holi- 
days are better than most. Above 
all, a librarian holds a position of 
prestige in a community." 

"A good librarian must have an 
interest in people, an innate desire 
to help, mental curiosity, tact, ener- 
gy, initiative, imagination, and 
good health". 

Professor Murray named four 
main types of library work. The 
first type, that of selection and 
purchase, runs into many financial 
and censorship problems. 

CLASSIFICATION 

The second type of library work 
s that of organization, classifica- 
tion and cataloguing of the books. 
Many systems have been devised 
to arrange books in some sensible 
order. The chief of these are the 
Dewey Decimal System, the Read- 
er's Interest Scheme, and the Cut- 
ter Expansive Classification Sys- 
tem, which Professor Murray de- 
scribed as "inadequate". The latter 
is the system used at Rcdpath 
Library.
